General Ybarra
belongs to an ol Spanish family and

was born In Caracas In 1848, His ap-
cestors fought in the revolution of 1810
to 1812, by which Venezueln was freed
from Spain, and his father was a noted
scientist and president of the Univer-
sity of Cargcas. The general himself
studied at this university and also at
the military academy at the Vene-
wpelan capital and has traveled exten-
sively and acquired & knowledge of
many languages. He has served In all
the grades of the army from sergeant
to general in chief, He held an Im-
portant position in the army In 187K
when the minister to Venezuela from
the Unlted iitates was Judge Thomas
Russell of Massachusetts. In the lat
ter's family was a lovely daughter who
capturad the proud warrlor's heart.

Gurman Ldanco was then president,
and his powers wers almost those of
un absolute wonarch, It chanced that
one of Judge Russell's reports angered
the dietator, and he ordered Ybharra to
break bis engagement with the Amerd
can’s daughter or go into exile, Ybar
ra refusel 1o retounce the beautifnl
Miss Russell and in an indignant rage
broke his sword across his knee Ip
the presevcc of Blanco and left th
countrr with his bride.
